We also have forms on hand for 
subscriptions to 78) Magaziné with a kiékback to the Club of seventy- 
five cents per subscription for a minimum of ten subscriptions. 


A request from the Lakehead Flying Club for a portable station to 
be operated on Sunday, September 18 was brought to our attention. 
This however did not receive much enthusiastic response and there 
were no volunteers for either operators or equipment. 


The meeting was adjourned at 8:45 pm and the members proceeded to 
the homes of Les Harris —- VE3AYZ, Jack Read —- VE3ECG, Bill Klemacki 
— VE3EEW and Robert Browning —- VE3EEM to have a look at their 
equipment and try the gear out. 
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This was a very interesting evening and no members were lost along 
the way. A vote of thanks goes to these hams for allowing us the 
privilege of visiting with them and picking up some of their ideas. 
It is hoped that other shacks can be visited later on in the year.
